Because  this  glad  is  a  great  increaser,  it  is  bound  to  take  the  place  of  some 
of  the  glads  now  on  the  market,  that  are  hard  to  keep  going.  We  grew  quite 
a  few  No.  1  and  No.  2  bulbs  from  bulblets  this  year.  This  was  regular  field 
grown  stock.  No  special  care.
